The scare about potsoned- grapes is 
spoken of as follows ttmthe New Eng- 
land Farmer by 8.

Boston, Oct. 15.—Slowly from the chapel, 
down the north aisle of Trinity church, 
and up the broad center aisle, Phillips 
Brooks came yesterday. ‘The bishop- 
elect and his attending presbyters,’”’ this 
was the way that it was pntdown in the 
orderof services, and many in the church 
must have felt the beauty of the associn- 
tion of these presbyters. They were his 
brothers, Reverend Arthur Brooks of the 
Church of the Incarnation in New York, 
and Reverend John C. Brooks of Spring 
field, Maxs. | 

Slowly, preceded ‘to his place—a pew in 
the body. of the_ —¥ 
church—by the 
vestry and war 
dens of Trinity, 
the former rector 
of Trinity came 
and sat during 
Bishop Potter’s 
sermon, after the 
holy communion - 
service. 

Outside -wis a 

gray day. There 
was quietness in 
the air. The ivy 
over the church 
wa; green still, 
with only here 
and there the 
brilliant touch of 
richer maturity, @ 
glow of deeper color. 
chuich, the city’s modest offering of honor 
for the day and the man, sent in the name 
of the city of Boston by the mayor. 
The Presence of Six Hundred Clergymen 
about the chancel rail; the profound. seri- 
ousness of aday beyond compare in the 
history of deep feeling in our ¢ity, the si- 
lence of a great congregation whose- feel-- 
iug was almost a part of the service—all 
of these are incommunicable things in the 
pageant whose outer story may be most 
simply told, 

After the Gloria Tibi came the mission- 
ary chant, with the stanzaof praise to

To Father, Son and Holy Ghost, 

The God whom earth and heaven adore,

1s now and shall be evermore. 

Bishop Potter’s sermon was most im- 
pressive, There were many moments if it 


‘the impression of which can be conveyed 


beyond the walls of Trinity only in the 
memory of those who heard the tones and 
felt the personal note beyond the power of 
oratory, notably when Bishop Potter 
spoke of the days of their youth together, 
and when bis voice thrilled upward al- 
most to breaking as he spoke the words 

“Ef Love You Through and Through” 
to the one he was wélcoming also into a 
nearer brotherhood. 

The formai. presentation of the elected 
bishop, the reading of the certificate of 
election and the canonical testimonial, the 
consents of the standing committee and 
of the bishops, were to the congregation 
like an organ prelude, ‘Then came the 
promise of conformity, repeated in a very 
low voice after Bishop Williams: 

I, Phillips Brooks, choven bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in Massachu- 
setts, do promise conformity and obedience to 
the doctrine, discipline and worship of the 
Protestant Episcopal church in the United 
Btstes of America, 

There was a pause. Phillips Brooks 
lifted his face with a quick, characteristic 
movement, and looking upward, uttered 
clearly aud fervently, ‘So help me God.” 
There was an.accent of emphasis, too, in 
the first answer to the first question, ‘Are 
you persuaded that you are truly called,” 
etc, The answer, ‘I am so _ persuaded,”’ 


__was given, — 


“I Am Truly Persuaded,” 

while the answerer’s eyes were dark witn 
emotion, not shown by voice or manner, 
but in that fervent upward glance seen by 
the few. There are seven more of these 
short answers, closing with the promise of 
the bishop to show himself by God’s help 
“gentle and merciful for Christ’s suke to 
poor and needy people and to all strangers 
destitute of help,” 

The litany and suffrages, the music of 
the anthem, the disappearance of Bishop 
Brooks and his return, wearing the rest of 
the Episopal habit in black and white; the

up the grace of God” given him by the 
imposition of hands—the ceremony moved 
on to its close. The new offertory anthem

OCTOBER WEATHER

agriculture, issues the following bulletin: 

The weather fos the week joist passed 
has-been generally favorable for harvest- 
ing and for late crops. A heavy rain on 
the 7th and 8th has broken the drouth and 
the top of the ground is well wet, but 
much more is needed to fill up the springs 
and cisterns. Harvesting in general is 
well under way, and a nearly all crops are 
now out of the way of injury by frost or 
unfavorable. weather, it. is considered. ad.” 
visable to discontinue these crop bulletins 
for the present season. The thanks of the 
chief of the wenther bureau and of the di- 
rectur of this society are .extended to the 
correspondents who have furnished the 
data contained in these bulletins. Re- 
ports have been received with a fair degree 
of regularity from over sixty correspond- 
ents, well scattered over New England. 
Au effort will be made to increase the 
number for next season, and we trust that 
all who served this year will hold them- 
selves in readiness for the work during 
next year,

Ie the Sentence of Ex-Cashier Percivul 
of the Auburn Bank, 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct, 14.—Marshall C.
